Too Much Anxiety, Too Little Patience 


From time to time it has been 
stated that the Anti-Poverty 
Program has not and is not doing 
very much to help the poverty 
stricken people in the commun- 
ity. Several of the employees 
who talked to people throughout 
the community noted that dis- 
content among people is at an 
all time high. Many people of the 
community are not aware of 
the help that can be received 
from employees at the Anti- 
Poverty Office that are in a 
position to help- them. Many 
people take the wrong attitude 
toward the entire program. 
They feel that because they are 
among the financially unfort- 
unate, money should be directly 
put into their pockets. But it 
doesn’t quite work this way. 
These people who work at the 


Poverty Office are there to 
heip the poverty stricken people 
to help themselves. They act 
more or less as a point of ref- 
erence. They can’t put money 
into your pockets directly, but 
they can and will direct you to 
the proper channels where by 
you can receive help. 

Anything worthwhile is worth 
waiting for. Money can be put 
in your pockets, but it takes 
time, and sometimes plenty of 
time. There is one thing that 
many people fail to remember. 
Preparation is a big factor 
in trying to accomplish any- 
thing. For some of the jobs that 
are available, many of the 
people are not qualified to ac- 
cept them. Regardless of what 
reason they are not qualified, 
the fact still remains thesame, 


they are not qualified. 

It is understandable that after 
being poverty stricken for so 
long, the main thing of utmost 
importance is the betterment 
of your condition. But first 
things must come first. There 
are schools throughout the area 
that give free education that 
would enable you to prepare 
yourselves for possible job 
openings, There are any number 
of courses that can be taken that 
can be used in job placements; 
and all of this is free for the 
asking. This relates back to 
what was said earlier in the 
article; in order to get help, 
you must attempt to help your- 
self. There are some jobs that 
don’t require any pre-training, 
training is done on the job. 
Jobs of this nature come under 


addresses. 

Mrs. Carney urges every 
person over 18 years of age 
to participate. ‘‘If the program 
is to be what the citizens want 
then they must participate.’ 
PAP AIAAAAAADARIAIAK, 
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the category of ‘‘on the job 
training.’ There are people in 
the office that are prepared 
to give you assistance in this 
category. But then again, it 
takes time, Many people who 
come to the office and cannot 
get what they are looking for 
the first time, develop the idea 
that it is not worth it. Patience 
and endurance are two of the 
keys to success. 

There have been many people 
helped who.have come to the 
Poverty Office, This help has 
come in more ways than one. 
Had it not been for the Poverty 
Office, many people in the com- 
munity would not have:jobs to- 
day or would not know the 
proper contact to make for 
job possibilities. Many evic- 
tions have been stopped because 
of assistance for E,0,C. em~ 
ployees. 

Present at the office is Mr. 


Marshall Cabiness from the 
Urban League, who works in 
the capacity of job developer. 
His duty is to go out and make 
contacts with different firms 
and companies concerning jobs 
that may be available. In re- 
turn, these people contact Mr. 
abiness concerning any open- 
ings that might be available. 
Mr. Cabiness’s position has 
proven to be very helpful. There 
have been many people who have 
received jobs through the job 
development program. 

Due to the fact that many 
people were not able to get to 
the office, District Organizers 
were placed throughtout the 
community for the convenience 
of the people and for the pur- 
pose of helping these people 
who do not have the proper 
transportation. The locations of 
the offices may be received 
from the Anti-Poverty Office, 
located at 1449 Mendel Street 
or by calling 826-8890, 

Although it may seem that 
things are going slow, there are 
better things to come. But be- 
fore things can be better you 
must be patient, After all, Rome 
wasn’t built in a day. There 
are people who are working 
for you beyond the call of duty. 
Many of the people are not even 
getting paid, but they are still 
working for you. When coming 
to the Poverty Office for help, 
don’t come with the attitude that 
you are not going to receive 
any help. Help may not come 
when you want it, but usually 
it is just on time. Remember, 
you never get more of any- 
thing than what you put into 
it.

his committee.

NAACP & 
S F School 
Segregation 


After a successful consulta- 
tion with its national and re- 
gional counsels, the NAACP has 
announced its intention to sue 
the S F Unified School District. 

The suit will be based on 
site selection for schools as 
well as all other facets of seg- 
regative and unequal educa- 
tion in San Francisco. Attorney 
Nat Colley will try the case 
along with a local coordinat- 
ing lawyer. Mr. Colley is the 
Regional. Counsel for the 
NAACP, 

Within one to two weeks the 
NAACP hopes to get the suit 
filed so that more information 
can be depositioned and a case 
developed. They are hopeful to 
complete a list of litigants (cit- 
izens who will add their names 
to such a suit) and encourage 
all citizens concerned about the 
schools to add their names. 

In addition to the $3-4,000 
which will be available through 
the national office, the local 
chapter is attempting to raise 
an additional $10,000 for the 
suit. Those willing to help with 
fund raising ideas and work are 
asked to call the NAACP office 
at 922-0650. 

Those persons wishing to be 
a litigant, who would like to 
ask for a judicial review of 
San Francisco school segrega- 
tion and inequalities are asked 
to phone the following numbers:

Liberalized 
Abortion 


Laws 


When the State Legislature 
goes back into session it will 
be faced again with a very 
touchy situation, liberalization 
of present abortion laws. 

Present state law permits 
abortion only when the life of 
the mother is in danger. Re- 
cently several San Francisco 
doctors have been charged with 
breaking and defying this law. 
Records and investigations also 
show that in the City and es- 
pecially for this area, the num- 
ber of illegal and clandestine 
abortions is extremely high and 
on the increase. 

Of this large number, an 
alarming. number are per- 
formed under conditions which 
are said to defy normal clean- 
liness and done by persons 
with absolutely no medical 
knowledge. 

The California Medical As- 
sociation went on record as 
favoring a liberalized abor- 
tion law after the disclosure 
that some physicians are un- 
der investigation for border- 
line operations. 

In the past such proposals 
to broaden the present abortion 
law have been tabled under 
the pressure of one specific 
religious group. 

Spokesmen in the Hunters 
Point - Bayview area recently 
urged the need for low income 
women to be protected under a 
more liberal law. They point 
out that middle-class and more 
well-to-do women can afford 
to have operations out of the 
state, such as flying to Japan 
where they are legal. While at 
the same time, poor in our 
area who cannot afford this 
little ‘‘visits to their aunt’ 
have to take the risk of losing 
their lives due to an ‘‘unreal- 
istic law’’.

The IBC hosted this last 
Thursday night the members 
of the Social Services Commis- 
sion of the City of San Fran- 
cisco. 

Formerly, or better known 
as the Welfare Commission, 
this was one of the first times 
that such a group has met with 
neighborhood recipients. And 
it is the second time this year 
that ‘‘dowtown has come to 
meet with the people’’, as one 
onlooker put it, 

The newly formed Welfare 
Rights Committee of Hunters 
Point-Bayview, represented by 
its chairman, Mrs. Whitfield, 
of 40 West Point had many ques- 
tions to ask the Commission. 
Also representing the group 
was Mr. Lee Harvey. 

Questions concerning rent 
payments and lack of utility 
payments were put to the com- 
mission. Answers to these and 
many questions were put readily 
forth coming. At best the res- 
idents only received vocal 
smiles and complicated replies 
to their inquiry. 

Two very profound questions 
also left more-or-less unans- 
wered: ‘*If Welfare is here to 
help, why is it that childrens’ 
children are still on Welfare?’ 
and ‘‘Why is the budget always 
set so low?” 

Most response was either to 
blame the system, or some 
other system, City government 
or State Welfare. ‘‘No one per- 
son seems to want to take’ 
any real responsiblity for any- 
thing,’’ concluded one angry 
resident. 

One conclusion drawn by 
many was that like many agen- 
cies, Social Service ought to 
learn how to speak to the people 
they serve before they do any- 
thing else.

Know Your 
Welfare 


Rights! 


“My children are teenagers 
and it costs more to feed them 
but the welfare won’t increase 
my check.’ This is what many 
mothers are saying who are 
receiving welfare assistance 
and who have older children. 
In most cases the check can- 
not be increased because it is 
already at the maximum allowed 
by the State for the particular 
sized family. 

The AFDC Maximum is set 
by the California State Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare and any 
change in the state maximum 
must be voted by the State 
legislature in Sacramento. The 
maximum is the same in all 
50 counties of the State of Cal- 
ifornia and is based on the num- 
ber of parents and the number 
of children in the family no 
matter how old the children 
are. The last change in the 
state maximum was effective 
January lst and was the first 
change in a number of years. 

The family’s NEEDS are also 
set by the State Department of 
Social Welfare but are different 
for each county depending on the 
cost of living in the county.

The State Department made 
a survey in October, 1965, which 
showed that the cost of living 
rose in San Francisco. Effec- 
tive this July 1st higher needs 
will be allowed and the social 
workers are changing the 
budgets now. However, any fam- 
ily already receiving the maxi- 
mum will not get an increase 
in July even though it is recog- 
nized that the needs or cost 
of living is higher.

(Mr. Gene Orro, Psychological consultant for the Y.0.C. 
at Hunters Point expresses some of his feelings and concerns 
about life in the ghetto and its problems and frustrations.) 

LOW-INCOME PUBLIC HOUSING 

The placement of people with low incomes in subsidized 
public housing on the surface sounds like a good partial solu- 
tion to one of the most manifest problems of poverty: adequate 
living facilities. However, too often such placement is seen 
by the recipient tenant as a permanent situation. And as such 
it functions as a testimonial to their supposed inability to 
rise above their impoverished condition. 

Thus it is that these low-income developments quickly 
degenerate into ghettoes populated by the underprivileged and 
the minorities such as the Negro. To place a poor family in 
a housing project without working with them from the time 
of placement to devise some remedial plan by which they can 
make their placement as temporary as possible is demeaning, 
violates the concept of the human right to social and economic 
growth, and builds into the tenant an ever growing hostility 
for that outer middle-class community from which they have 
been eliminated. Also it robs the tenant of the right to basic 
human dignity: no one really likes to say, ‘‘I live in a low- 
income housing project.’’ 

The cost of providing each low-income applicant for public 
housing with a counselor who would (1) help them determine 
what their needs were to develop their wage-earning capacity 
to the point where they could plan to leave the project, 
(2) provide for the implementation of training and/or educa- 
tion towards the achievement of this end, and (3) set a tenta- 

- tive date by which this might be accomplished, would not be 
prohibitive. 

Community workers now being trained under the various 
E.O.C. programs could possibly be employed for this work. 
Such a program would give impoverished families living in 
these projects a positive outlook in providing an expectancy 
of achievement and hope for a better life, It would restore 
much of the self-esteem they lose inhaving to apply for public- 
assisted housing. It would prevent the self-negating attitudes 
and delinquent orientation born of frustration of ghetto living 
from the constellating into group standards the way of life of 
such areas. 

POVERTY -- THE JOB SOLUTION 

The middle-class idea that all a poor person needs to 
fight his way out of the poverty jungle is a job is both naive 
and stupid, and especially so in the case of the Negro with his 
long history of social and economic deprevation resulting from 
the psychological ravages of slavery, segregation, discrimina- 
tion and second class living status. To begin with this sort 
of approach gives no allowance for the deteriating effects of 
the personality structure--the pride, the ego, one’s concept 
of himself as a human being--caused by poverty and ghetto 
living. This. ‘‘give ’em jobs” solution is an attempt by the 
‘“tguilty’? middle class to provide a quick solution to the prob- 
lem of their own growing feelings of guilt and responsibility 
for the conditions of our country’s ‘‘have-nots’’. It also is 
a form of economic bribery; the old ‘‘busy hands don’t cause 
trouble’’ axiom. ‘‘Give the niggers jobs and they won’t beat 
our heads in or steal our cars, or bitch about not being welcome 
in our clubs and eating places.’’ The rationale here seems to 
(1) that if you work hard enough you will be too tired to 
cause trouble or criticize the power-structure, or picket, 
etc., and (2) that somehow hard work makes ‘‘good’’ ‘‘poor’’ 
people. One of the main problems with this reasoning is 

~ that it does not take into account the fact that joblessness no 
longer means a person will be without shelter or food. And 
since a person can through the various welfare and public 
assistance provisions sustain himself without working, a job 
then should offer something more than the purchase of physical 
sustenance to be attractive and remunerative. 

Another factor is that the prime possession ofthe success- 
ful middle-class American is his increased leisure time; he 
can play golf, bridge, drink, etc., because his income allows 
him the luxury of extra hours. But then then the ‘‘poor’’ 
youth who hangs out on the corner also has his leisure time; 
he shoots craps, drinks beer, pilfers a few hub-caps to pay 
for these, and lounges shooting the breeze with his friends. 
Consequently the jobs offered the poor youth in general are 
of the nature that they seriously curtail these leisure ‘‘social 
pursuits’? and offer hard work with low salaries instead. 
Leisure time is important to the ghetto youth. It is a time 
when he can dream. It is time when he can share his criti- 
cisms of the moneyed class with those suffering like himself. 

The dreams he dreams are not of a janitor job--though

this is often what he will say he wants as a protection against 
taking-a more ambitious demanding position that also presents 
a greater chance of failure--he dreams of being a hero, 
being important, being a ‘‘hell-of-a-man’’; only he does not 
believe his dreams have any chance of fulfillment through 
the employment and kind of life available for him. And gen- 
erally they do not. 

Jobs that do not have the potential of building the dig- 
nity and worthiness of the poverty youth, that do not reflect 
a high index of masculinity for the boy and feminity for the 
girl, that do not instill and restore self-pride and esteem 
have little attraction. ‘‘Who-in-the-hell wants to work just to 
work? Maybe us older people--but not the youth of today, 
black or white! Standing on the corner shooting the breeze, 
or craps, is far more attractive--and secure.” 

NEGRO LEADERSHIP 

The present Negro leadership (including ‘‘white’’ leaders 
of Negroes) in the poverty areas reminds one of the leader- 
ship of the French Revolution. At the time of that social 
eruption the leaders became head hunters guillotining all of 
those aristocrats that they deemed by act of association 
guilty of oppressing the poor people. However, once the revolu- 
tion and the head hunting proved not to be capable of con- 
solidating these gains by turning them into positive remedial 
programs for the poor. Subsequently these very warrier 
leaders so prominent in prosecuting the revolution had to be 
purged or ‘‘eliminated’’ and a new set of ‘‘builder’’ leaders 
inaugurated. These older leaders did not go easily; they 
sought new gripes to fight against; they even invented or tried 
to perpetrate wrongs and ills when they could find no real 
ones. 

They did not want to give up their power of leadership, 
though there was no longer need for their peculiar talents. 
The evolution of the Negro leaders’ fight for rights seem to 
follow closely this pattern. We have a surplus of Mau Maus 
and few, if any builders to consolidate the gains we have al- 
ready made and provide direction for the future. 

It is not that we do not stillneed our Mau Maus or revolu-_ 
tionary leaders. We do! But more and more we need the 
leader that can provide direction for the programs that these 
good rebels have made possible. The problem arises in that 
our needed rebels do not wish to give up the power of rebellion 
to the mechanisms of gain and solution. They instead contin- 
ually seek new transgressions by the outer ‘white’? community 
and thus feed on maintaining the outraged anger of the people. 
Meanwhile, however, our people have heard about these con- 
cessions we have already got and are impatiently waiting to 
benefit from them. 


Roll Of The Father 


The father has for too longin 
our society put business or 
pleasure before his primary 
function in the family. The 
father in our communities has 
worked all week and at the end 
of the work week felt that he 
had done his pari and now it’s 
time for him to have time off 
for himself. 

He then, literally, divorces 
himself from the family and 
proceeds to engage inthe activ- 
ities of his preference. which 
usually excludes the children, 
and the mother. This sort of 
belief on the part of our men 
has led to the developmeat of 
a matriarchal family structure. 

In many families this struc- 
ture has proven qutie effective, 
but as a whole it is not a 
very good shadow being cast 
upon the masculin race. It is 
causing our girls to have the 
desire to remain unmarried 
and the male youth is having 
a very difficult time identi- 
fying himself. 

The boy no longer says, ‘‘I 
want to be like my father or 
when I become a man’’. They 
usually use terms as: ‘‘When 
I get out on my own’’. They 
have had no active partici- 
pation in a father-son relation- 
ship, thereby, causing them to 


cling efoser to mother at home 
and-in the streets they commit 
acts to prove that they are not 
mamma’s boys as they are 
growing up to feel that they 
are. z 

A father’s roll and duty goes 
much farther than just providing 
food and shelter. It includes, 
giving the family guidance and 
direction. 

If a child in our surroundings 
asks father if he can go to the 
party he immediately says, ‘go 
ask your mother’. Father 
should say, yes or no, and if 
mother objects-to the decision, 
they should go into private de- 
bate and reach an agreement 
as to why he should or should 
not be given the privilege. The 
ease very often is father is not 
even around to be consulted 
on the matter. 

This may all be due to the 
fact that the Negro male has 
long been dominated by the Ma- 
jority ruling race. He has al- 
ways been ‘‘boy’’ and when he 
is too old to be ‘‘*boy’ he 
then becomes ‘ Uncle’’ or ‘‘Old 
Man’’. This may have built up 
an inferiority complex as to de- 
manding respect for adult-hood, 
but I think the major fact is 
just take the ruling hand and 
rule. It seems to me that in

this set up a man’s home is 
his castle but the mother is 
the King. 

I know it is a very diffi- 
cult thing to stop female dom- 
inance once it has been started, 
sometimes it leads to broken 
homes, but, if it is treated 
in the correct manner it can 
be accomplished, 

I can say that out of every ten 
homes I visited in Hunters 
Point, approximately two are 
without a residing father. These 
children wonder why daddy 
doesn’t live with them and in 
many cases don’t know where 
he is. Maybe the father just 
walked off on his own or may- 
be he was tired of being 
harassed and dominated. I will 
say that, I think the welfare 
and happiness of the children 
should be put before our own 
selfish reasons of seeking our 
own pleasures and satisfac- 
tions. 

Iam merely trying to point 
out how the men are failing and 
the reasons and excuses we use 
for the failures we are encoun- 
tering. They may seem valid to 
some but these really aretrees 
which we sue to hide behind. 
We as men permitted these 
oecurrances to become pre- 
vailing and I.am trying to point 
out what we are up against 
and what we appear to be to 
the eyes of the world, so it 
is the decisions of you and I 
as men to eliminate this sit- 
uation. 

If we as fathers are not men 
enough to control little twelve 
year old, Junior, why do we 
think sending him to Juvenile 
Authorities should correct him. 
Are the men there ‘‘more men 
than we are?’ If we are the 


parents of a child, that should 
make us professionals in the 
field, so let’s exercise the pro- 
fession and start being what we 
committed ourselves to be, 
“Fathers and not our. wives 
oldest sons’’.
